OHNS to Hold Another Auction 
at FUN

The eighty lot OHNS auction held at 
the ANA Convention in Anaheim last 
August bought in $19,386. The 81st lot, 
a Ron Landis carving on a silver eagle, 
was hammered down at $515. Ron

The society netted at more than 
enough money to send three YNs to the 
ANA Summer Session at Colorado 
Springs with their air fare, board and 
room, and tuition paid for.

"KNOWN UNKNOWN 
ARTISTS" #1 
by Bill Fivaz 


This will be the first in a short 
series of articles on various original hobo 
nickel artists which hopefully will enable 
you to recognize the works of these 
talented "urban outdoors men". 


Most members are getting to 
recognize fairly well the works of “Bo” 
and "Bert" by now...the delicate carving 
lines, the modified noses, collar styles, 
@tc. that typify the carvings of these two 
true artists. Even the later punched 
offerings of Bo, after his hand injury, are 
fairly easy to differentiate from other 
pieces done by the less talented 
“carvers". The two OHNS auction 
catalogues offer an excellent 
comparative reference on these two 
knights of the road. 


Sometimes, however, if we look at 
enough original pieces, a coin will give 
tise to Yogi Berra's famed "deja vu all 
over again" perception, causing one to 
say: "I've seen that piece before...| know 
| have!" The style is the same (facial 
features, hat styles, eye, ear and nose 
designs, collar and hair features, etc.), 
and there's virtually no mistake that more 
than one piece was done by the same 
artist...unknown by name, but an "old 
friend by design" 


A perfect example of this is 
illustrated here with no fewer than five (5) 
coins. The first illustration was Lot #80 in 
the recent 1995 ANA OHNS auction, 
one the consignor affectionately dubbed 
"Peanut Ear" (for obvious reasons). It 
was Certified in October, 1994, as F-050, 
and is carved on a 1913-P (T-1) coin. 


The second is virtually a carbon 
copy of the first, this one being certified 
in February, 1995 with the certification 
F-083. It is carved on a 1913-P (T-2) 
coin.

Note the extremely similar details: 


1. The ear is fashioned in almost an 
identical manner - not unlike the shape of 
a peanut! 

2. The hat and hat band are very similar. 
3. The method used in creating the beard 
is the same. 

4. The carved, pointed collar is as 
identical as you can get. 

5, The nose remains the same as it was 
on the original Native American, but... 


6. The nostril has been punched to 
enlarge it on each specimen. 

7. The neck below the beard has been 
crudely "dressed" on each. 

8. The beard extends over the upper lip 
to create a moustache on each; and 
probably the most characteristic point: 
9. The subject's hair extends immediately 
under the hat brim to the front of the 
forehead on both coins. 


Compare the above identification 
features to the following three coins, 
(Editor's note - one of them is displayed 
on the front page) all from my collection. 
Note that all nine of the above points 
appear on each of these as well.

There must be a relatively large 
population of these out there in 
"Hobo-land" if no fewer than five have 
shown up in a single year. |’d bet that 
more than one member reading this right 
now has one carved by this same artist 
in his/her collection that hasn't been 
certified. 


It would be fun to theorize that, 
due to the preponderance of specimens 
of this subject, it would have to be a 
self-portrait of the artist, a family member 
or a close friend. In any event, let's refer 
to the artist of all these nearly identical

pieces as "Peanut Ear", as the owner of 
F-050 has tagged him. So far we have 
"Peanut Ear" #1, #2, #3, #4 and #5... 
who has others to add to the family?

OHNS AUTHENTICATORS

OHNS now has four 
authenticators. Who are they and what 
are their qualifications? 


The original two authenticators are 
Del Romines and Bill Fivaz whose 
qualifications are obvious to most 
members; however, | would like to 
discuss them. Del is, of course, the one 
who wrote the book, Hobo Nickels, 
published in 1982. He also had at one 
time, an extensive collection of Hobo 
Nickels. He wrote many articles on Hobo 
Nickels, which appeared in various 
numismatic publications. He has already 
authenticated well over one hundred 
hobo nickels for OHNS. His 


authentications are identified with the 
letter "R". 


The other original authenticator is 
Bill Fivaz. Bill wrote the foreword to Del's 
book and reviewed the manuscript. Bill, 
also, wrote many articles on Hobo 
Nickels, which have appeared in various 
Numismatic publications. He also created 
@ magnificent narrated slide show on 
Hobo Nickels which is available to 
anyone who would like to give a talk on 
the subject. Bill has built one of the finest 
known Hobo Nickel collections which 
include many pieces that appeared in 
Del's book. Bill also has authenticated 
well over one hundred Hobo Nickels. 
Bill's authentications are identified with 
the letter "F". 


The third authenticator to join the 
team is Gail Kraljevich, She is well 
known to OHNS members as our hard- 
working, dedicated 
Secretary/Membership Chairwoman. She 
has created a fair-sized collection of 
interesting Hobo Nickels. Members (and 
non-members) frequently consult with her 
on Hobo Nickels at coin shows. She is 
also the dorm-mother to the YNs at the 
annual ANA summer session. Her 
authentications are identified with the 
letter "kK", 


The latest authenticator to join the 
team is "yours truly." My background is 
that | am (along with the other three) one 
of the original founders of the club. | am 
also the editor of this society. During my 
four years in the club, | studied Hobo 
Nickels sufficiently well enough so that 
the board asked me to become an 
authenticator. | enjoy authenticating and 
take this responsibility - as do the others 
~ very seriously. My authentications are 
identified with my initials, DEF.

PRESIDENT’S MESSAGE

Once again, I'm home safe and sound 
after another round of harrowing flights. 
The adventure on this trip to the ANA 
Convention was provided by tight 
connecting flights and violent 
thunderstorms at the Dallas-Fort Worth 
Airport. If you attended, | hope your 
travel was less exciting than mine. 


The ANA did its usual superior job in 
putting together another first class 
convention. The proof was in the 
support of the numismatic and general 
public. Daily attendance ran from 
average to heavy and the total head 
count for the convention was 10,000+. 
As usual, it was great to see and talk to 
a number of society members--many that 
| have not seen since the last ANA or 
FUN Convention. 


Our meeting and auction on August 19th 
went very well. Although it was not our 
annual meeting, we did get a chance to 
conduct some business. Foremost in 
this regard was a discussion concerning 
the grading of hobo nickels. A number of 
members have expressed concern 
regarding this issue. In other words, they 
don't want us to get into grading-either 
because they feel that it is unnecessary 
or because they feel it will turn into a 
"numbers" game. However, the 
discussion during the Anaheim meeting 
tevealed a consensus among those 
present that descriptive grading such as 
that done by authenticators in describing 
a piece relative to others during the 
authentication process with the 
descriptive comments recorded on the 
certification of the piece was okay and 
should be continued. These descriptive 
grading comments or quality designations 
are currently limited to superior, above 
average, average, below average and 
crude. The object is to come up with the 
most fair and comprehensive evaluation 


possible. We really would like to see 
how all our members feel on this issue. 
If you were not at the meeting, why not 
drop our editor, Don “Sport” Farnsworth, 
a line and let him know how you feel 
about this one. 


The main event of our meeting, the 
auction, went extremely well, In just one 
hour's time 81 lots went for a total 
hammer price of $19,386.00. The range 
in individual lot prices ran from $1000 for 
Lot #50 to $40 for Lot #6, with a wide 
spread in between. As expected, this 
was a greater total than the Bill Fivaz 
auction of 30 lots at FUN this past 
January. However, the average price per 
lot fell to $239, with a mean of $210. 
Only 11 lots went for more than $500 
each and only 16 lots were priced over 
$200, but less than $500. Two thirds of 
the total, 51 lots, went for $200 and 
under, After expenses, the society 
netted $3,552.42 for the YN scholarship 
fund. 


There are a number of reasons for the 
lower prices. The Fivaz auction was a 
“first” for hobo nickels and many of the 
lots were well known major pieces 
seldom offered for sale. This, in turn, 
produced spirited bidding. But, as | 
pointed out in my February column, 
prices would stabilize as more material 
became available--and they appear to 
have done just that. 


One very pleasing aspect of the auction 
was how well the carvings of Ron Landis 
did. Ron, the talented carver from 
Eureka Springs, AR, placed two pieces in 
the auction. The first, Lot #35, went for 
$200 and the second, the Landis Lot, 
brought $515. This lot was significant in 
that it was donated to the Society by Ron 
and the entire proceeds will go to our 
scholarship fund. The prices realized 
from his submissions are a true 
testament to the carving talent of this 
artist. You can expect to see more high 
quality carvings from Ron in the future. 


We thank Ron for his generosity and 
wish him continued success. He is a 
real asset to the society. 


One final note on the auction. We would 
be remiss if we did not publicly thank the 
ANA and Heritage Numismatic Auctions 
for granting us permission to conduct the 
auction. Even though Heritage held the 
auction rights for the convention, they 
kindly consented to our request for a club 
auction and we appreciate their 
generosity. 


Our annual meeting at the FUN 
Convention will be here before you know 
it. This will be an election meeting. Bill 
Fivaz has graciously acceded to my 
request that he head the nominating 
committee and they are currently working 
on a slate of candidates. This is your 
opportunity to serve as an officer in a 
numismatic organization at the national 
level. If you are interested or if you know 
of a good candidate, please contact Bill 
as soon as possible. 


It is not my normal bent to plug a 
commercial establishment in this column, 
but I've learned of a case where a plug is 
truly merited. A member recently stayed 
in a Red Roof in Goodlettsville, TN, just 
north of Nashville. Upon departure, he 
left a valise in the room containing all the 
original hobo nickels that he owned. 
This calamity was not noted until arrival 
at home. A quick call to the motel 
revealed that the hobos had been found 
and the good folks at Red Roof were 
awaiting instructions. Three days later, 
ihe member received his coins from Red 
Roof-all present and accounted for. 
That kind of service deserves a good 
word and it is my pleasure to commend 
Red Roof for their excellent work. 


This will be my final column as president. 
As | sign off, | would like to take this 
opportunity to thank you for your advice 
and assistance during my two terms. As 
in any organization, no one person can 


succeed without the willing cooperation 
and support of the members. | have 
learned a great deal from this experience 
and for this | am in your debt.

REFLECTIONS ON HOBO NICKELS 
by Bill Fivaz 


Probably the single most important 
factor (for most collectors) in the 
desirability of a Hobo Nickel is EYE 
APPEAL. Several features comprise this 
desirability, some of more importance 
than others, depending on the individual. 
They are: 


SUBJECT: Because the vast majority of 
the coins in this collecting area are of a 
bearded man wearing a domed hat or 
derby, generally speaking, any subject 
other than that adds desirability to the 
piece. Usually, the farther away from the 
above "standard subject” the design 
happens to be, the more interesting the 
coin. For example, a carving of a lady or 
a clown generally creates more interest 
than the typical bearded man-with-a-hat 
piece. 


WORKMANSHIP: A very important factor 
in the eye appeal formula is the expertise 
the artist exhibited in carving the piece. A 
carving with a great deal of detail and 
done with fine, precise, continuous lines, 
for example, would be more highly prized 
than a coin with heavy, random and 
amateurish cuts. Also, carved pieces (in 
most cases) are favored over a punched, 
scratched or gouged work. 


ORIGINALITY: While there are some 
"neo-bos" that are extremely well done, if 
the coin appears to be "original”, that is, 
one that was done prior to the 
mass-produced offerings in the past few 
years, it adds a degree of importance to 
the eye appeal. 


CONDITION: The condition of both the 
carving and the host coin is also 
important in regard to eye appeal. If the 
carving has been well preserved (cared 
for) since it was done, it is much more 
acceptable than one that has been 
carried as a pocket piece and had 
elements of the carving worn away. The 
condition of the coin itself (Fine, AU, 
UNG, etc.) is also quite important in the 
desirability equation. It should be noted 
here, however, that the condition of the 
coin is of somewhat less importance 
when determining the value of the piece. 
itis associated more with the overall eye 
appeal. 


REVERSE ONLY and OBV/REV 
CARVINGS: In most cases, because 
over 90% of the original Hobo Nickels 
are carved on the obverse, any carving 
on the reverse adds considerably to the 
eye appeal factor. Those with carvings 
on both the obverse and reverse are 
especially desirable. 


There are a few other factors which 
contribute to the popularity of certain 
pieces. They are: 


ARTIST: When the artist is known, 
usually determined by the workmanship 
and style, such as in the case of "Bo" or 
"Bert", this adds a great deal to the 
popularity. 


SIGNED and/or DATED: In some cases 
the artist "signed" his/her work, usually 
by using only the initials, less often by 
carving in one or more of his names. 
Some artists include the date they either 
carved the piece or a date that had a 
particular meaning in relation to the 
subject. Occasionally, the normal date on 
the coin is carved to another date which 
is an added “plus”. 


DATE OF ACTUAL COIN: While the 
actual date of the host coin (eg. 1915-S, 
1921-S, etc.) has some bearing on the 
popularity of a piece, it is really of 


secondary importance. In most cases, a 
carving on a rare date coin should not 
command a significant 
premium...remember that the quality of 
the carving, etc. (eye appeal) should 
weigh the most heavily. 


DENOMINATION: Occasionally, a "Hobo 
Nickel" may be carved on a coin other 
than the usual Buffalo Nickel. Many 
collectors actively seek out quality 
Carvings on such denominations as 
Indian Cents, Liberty Nickels, Barber 
coins, etc. These should be considered 
extremely rare when they are found with 
attractive carvings. 


CERTIFICATION/REGISTRATION: If a 
Hobo Nickel has been processed through 
the Original Hobo Nickel Society 
(OHNS), especially if it has been certified 
as an original Hobo Nickel with a 
registration number, it presents the case 
that it is, in the opinion of the OHNS 
authenticators, an original piece, and as 
such, generally more collector 
acceptable. 


POTTY COINS: A popular segment of 
collecting closely related to Hobo 
Nickels and generally accepted under the 
Hobo five cent "umbrella" is that of "Potty 
Dollars" (which may be on coins other 
than dollars). This involves coins in the 
Liberty Seated series where Ms. Liberty 
has been altered to appear to be sitting 
on a chamber pot. 


CARVINGS on FOREIGN COINS are 
also frequently encountered, some very 
nicely done. While these could also be 
considered in the Hobo five cent arena, 
the current position of OHNS is to only 
photograph and certify them (with a 
certificate), but not to issue them a 
Registration number. 


In summary, the three most important 
things to remember in regard to the 
desirability of Hobo Nickels are: Eye 
Appeal, Eye Appeal, and Eye Appeal. 


Collect what you like, and if you 
enjoy neo-bos, great! Remember, 
however, pay only what you feel the 
particular piece is worth to you. 


Incidently, it is generally felt that 
the known population of original Hobo 
Nickels is probably just a fraction of the 
total number ever carved. It is very likely 
that over 90% of these interesting and 
historic coins are still residing in Uncle 
Ned’s dresser drawer, in Gramma's 
jewelry box or "just hangin’ around" as 
"something unusual”...with no idea by the 
owner of what they are or what they 
represent. Wouldn't it be exciting to see 
these hidden treasures and learn the 
stories behind them?
